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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has changed the scope of the claims by amending to read "wherein the proanthocyanidin constitutes 
at least 70% of an active component of the composition" in claims 28 and 55, thus requiring a new search. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive for 
reasons of record. The green tea compositions of Kuznicki et al. inherently comprise proanthocyanidins oligomers of formula I and II 
and/or procyanidins such as dimers and trimers of catechin and epicatechin. The inherency of the green tea compositions containing 
proanthocyanidins/procyanidins are supported by the references by Hashimoto et al. Note that the limitation "wherein proanthocyanidins 
is at least 70% pure" is not considered to the limit the composition claimed herein, given the transitional phrases "comprising" is employed 
in the instant claimed composition. Therefore, "comprising" is open-ended or inclusive and does not exclude additional, unrecited 
elements or method steps. The burden is shifted to the Applicant to show that the prior art does not inherently possess proanthocyanidins 
and/or procyanidins as instantly claimed product.
